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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Amendment filed on 09/22/2005 has been entered and made of record as Paper No. 0905. 
In Amendment, claims 28-38, 40-46, and 49 have been cancelled. Claims 39, 47 and 48 are 
pending in the application. 

Applicants' remarks have been considered. 

Examiner's Amendment
